mated cost of from 10 to 1C 
cents a pound for crude rubber 
when available. Synthetic rubber 
production in the United States, 
the speaker said.

Synthetic rubber compn 
most favorably with crude rub­ 
ber when made into automoblli 
tires, except under unusually 
hard usage.
